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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Application serial no. 
10/686,631 is being allowed in view of the appropriately filed terminal disclaimer received on 
September 28, 2006, and since none of the prior art of record teaches or fairly suggests a 
centrifuge system comprising a plurality of cabinets which are stacked vertically on top of one 
another, specimen centrifuges located inside of each of the cabinets, wherein a wall of the 
cabinets can be opened and closed to allow the specimen centrifuges to be inserted and stored 
therein, a rack conveyor for conveying a specimen-container rack containing specimen 
containers to the vertical stack of cabinets, a rack elevator for conveying the specimen-container 
rack to one of the specimen centrifuges in the cabinets, wherein the elevator is provided at the 
side of the vertical stack of cabinets, and a robot arm lifted up and down by the elevator for 
delivering one of the specimen container racks to one of the specimen centrifuges.
